2. USLO OFFICER VISITING ANYANG, CHENGCHOW, AND LOYANG 
DURING DECEMBER 26-31 (REFTEL) WITNESSED NUMEROUS 
POSTERS IN CITIES AND A FEW ALONG THE RAILROAD ATTACK- 
ING VARIOUS PERSONS FOR ALLEGIANCE TO THE GANG OF FOUR. 

IN GENERAL THE POSTERS CONTAINED FEW SUBSTANTIVE CHARGES; 

THE GREAT MAJORITY FOLLOWED THE PATTERN "STRIKE DOWN..." 

OR "...IS ONE OF THE CRIMINAL BAND OF THE GANG OF FOUR" 

WHILE A FEW IDENTIFIED PERSONS AS THE "BLACK HAND 
OF THE GANG OF FOUR IN HONAN." THE ONLY OFFICIALS 
UNDER ATTACK IN ANYANG, CHENGCHOW, AND LOYANG WERE 
TUNG WAN-LI (5516/5502/6849) AND TANG CHI-SHAN 
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(0781/1477/1472), BOTH STANDING COMMITTEE MEMBERS 
OF THE HONAN PROVINCIAL PARTY COMMITTEE, AND 
LI FU-SHAN (2621/7/1472), A MEMBER OF THE PROVINCIAL 
REVOLUTIONARY COMMITTEE. POSTERS ATTACKING TUNG

WHO HAVE JUST RETURNED TO PEKING AFTER A 10-DAY 
TRIP" WERE THE INDIAN AMBASSADOR AND EMBOFF, WHO 
PRIVIDED FOLLOWING ADDITIONAL OBSERVATIONS. SUCHOW 
POSTERS MAINLY DEVOTED TO ATTACKS ON ERSTWHILE VICE 
CHAIRMAN OF MUNICIPAL REVOLUTIONARY COMMITTEE
